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| THIS is not an Age to complain of Injuftice, 
_ but to expe it: Tho’ it is true, that 
# I never thought the Fury of Men couid 
ive run fo high, as I find it; yet fince it is fo, I 
all rather leave it to expofe it felf, than return 
on them with what it deferves; efpecially as it is 
4 fonal, and pointed at ME in particular. 
But becaufe fo much Mallice has appeared, with 
Tittle Caufe for it, and does ftill appear in the 
reatment I have juft now receiv’d from a Set of 
en, Whigs I will-not call them, as has fcarce been 
jrallell’d in any ae I cannot but give you a lit- 
e brief Hiftory of Fa&, that impartial Men may 
pa little by it, to what height our Feuds have 
fought us, and how Mankind would be ufed, if 
efé Gentlemen had Power fuitable to their Will. 
‘It was above twelve Days that two particular Per- 
ins, who cal! themfelves Gentlemen, and whofe 
James may be heard of in due time, began a fham 
reaty with Mr. Faneway, the Printer, to Re-print 
h and fuch Books for them ; and then to form this 
ifguife, what Lies, what forged Stories, what falfe 
etences they made ufe of !

Two of his Men they terrified fo, by Threats, as
